glish’s array of plants as we leave 
the library area and continue to D-Hall. 
As you round the corner, the art room is 
to your right. Here artist Emily Whaley 
shares her professional expertise with 
students. This past year, W & L had 
several outstanding young artists plan- 
ning careers in this field. 

To your left, you will see the en- 
trance to the social studies complex. 
The name is a trifle misleading because 
special education and marketing educa- 
tion classes meet here as well. 

Social studies offerings include 
World Geography, World History, 
U.S. History, and U.S. and Virginia 
Government. Don’t be surprised if you 
see a figure bearing a resemblance to 
General Custer or to a medieval knight. 
Chairman John Lewis has quite a repu- 
tation for incorporating unorthodox ac- 
tivities in his history courses. 

As we leave the complex, please go 
left and continue to F-Hall. Notice the 
large, well-planned music rooms. Rev. 
Scott's choir and Mr. Rippeon’s band 
are quite famous. They perform locally 
and travel a substantial amount as well.

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e can exit here and get a breath of 

fresh air on our way to C-Hall. 
As we enter, the first classroom to our 
right is Mrs. Pannell’s. She and Miss 
Wise, whose room is three doors up, 
provide special instruction. 

As we continue, you will notice that 
C-Hall contains quite a variety of 
equipment. Our computer lab, shared 
by several instructors, is to your right. 
We are indeed fortunate to have such a 
well-equipped facility. Did I mention 
that computers and word processors are 
also located in the business depart- 
ment? 

To our left, we see the science rooms 
in which a myriad of activities occur. 
C-3 is used for chemistry and physics 
instruction, and C-2 is shared by Mr. 
Carey and Mr. Seed for biology and 
marine biology respectively. 

C-Hall abuts B-Hall, which 1s an- 
other corridor of classrooms for diverse 
subject areas. The two-room complex 
ahead houses the home economics 
classroom and work area. Next door, 
Mrs. Ittner of the math department con- 
ducts classes, while next to her is the 
Spanish classroom. Miss Szemethy 
from A.T. Johnson arrives in the after- 
noon to teach additional Spanish 
classes, and at the same time Latin is 
taught in the electronic classroom.

A Storehouse of Information 


Principles of library success 


ur library houses thousands of vol- 
Otz in which students can find 
information on almost every imagin- 
able topic. The secret to success in 
seeking reference material is knowing 
how and where to look. Among re- 
ferences familiar to most upperclass- 
men are the Congressional Quarterly 
Almanac, Twentieth Century Literary 
Criticism, and the CRC Handbook of 
Chemistry and Physics. 

For all students, a working knowl- 
edge of the library is necessary. To un- 
earth relevant information, certain fun- 
damental principles about the organiza- 
tion and location of books must be un- 
derstood, and certain rules must be fol- 
lowed. Librarian Frank English spends 
hours each year lecturing sophomores 
and new arrivals on the Dewey Decimal 
System, the Reader’s Guide, and the 
card catalogue. After mastering these 
new academic aids, students are ready 
to take on term papers, research papers, 
and topical projects. If the proposed 
subject is so new or so limited in scope 
thategeneral references. are not 
adequate, Mr. English is always on 
hand to obtain the latest in pertinent in- 
formation from DIALOG. 

Using the library for research, 
checking out books, or reading for 
pleasure is a privilege. Students, there- 
fore, must adhere to rules and policies 
for the universal benefit of all con- 
cerned. Respecting library rules en- 
sures that materials are always avail- 
able and that the atmosphere is condu- 





cive to studying and learning. 

For students who understand the 
layout of the library and the strategies 
of research, there remain a few rules 
and hints that will make library usage a 
veritable cinch. This information is not 
available elsewhere. Read carefully. 

If a legitimate library pass signed by 
two teachers cannot be obtained, 
simply add your name to someone 
else’s. No one will be the wiser. If you 
need a library book for longer than two 
weeks, don’t sign for the book; take it. 
If you did not finish the article in a cur- 
rent magazine, fold the magazine, slip 








it under your jacket, wait for Mr. En- 
glish to go to the reference room and 
walk out. 

If your research is dependent on page 
1033 of volume XXII of the En- 
cyclopaedia Britannica, use a sharp 
knife to carefully remove the page. 
This is a most useful ploy because no 
one else will have such a marvelous re- 
ference. If you must pull the fire alarm, 
do so in A-Hall and not in the library 
because library privileges will be sus- 
pended. If this happens, you must wait 
six weeks before stealing the newest 
issue of Sports Illustrated.

c’ theory, the completion of science 
projects might be the climax of a year 
of science education. But while some 
students prepare well in advance, 
others procrastinate until the last pos- 
sible moment. Nevertheless, those who 
really want the grade manage to get 
some sort of project finished on time. 
Some students experience a feeling of 
accomplishment when projects are fi- 
nally completed. Most are simply re- 
lieved. 

The preparation of a science project 
is a time-consuming process that can 
last for months. A student often has a 
difficult time sorting through plants, 
surveys, computers, soap, and even 
sludge to find a topic which interests 
him. After approval from his science 
teacher, the young scientist can re- 
search his topic and proceed to the ex- 


perimental stage. After weeks and 
weeks of collecting data, results are 
graphed and analyzed, conclusions are 
drawn, backboards are constructed and 
papers are written. 

Finally, in February, exhausted 
students enter their completed projects 
in the school science fair from which 
eighteen winners are chosen to advance 
to the county and regional fairs. 

Of course, for the truly creative or 
desperate, the process described above 
may be compressed into a single sleep- 
less night. . .
